Washington, Dec, 8.—In the second} 
one-topic message he has sent to con- 
cress during the three days of, the 
present. session, President Taft today 
reviewed the relations of the United 
States with) foreign governments dur- 


jing the past year, In this message 
the President gave the first official 
explanation of the post-haste move- 


ment of 20,000 Federal troops to Mexi- 
eo nine months ago; urged the United 
States senate to ratify the general ar- 
hitration treaties with Great Britain 
aid Franee and the conventions with 
Nicaragua and Honduras, and suggest- 
ed Jegislation that he deelared would 
strngthen this nation’s trade and posi- 
tion among the other powers, The mes- 
sase Was read in Congress today, 

On two subjects inciuded under 
"foreign relations,” the president spoke 


He informed 
congress of the conference begun by 
American AmbasSador Guild at St. 
Petersburg in regard to the question 
of passports. in Russia, for American 
Jews and explained that after the 
Christmas holidays he expected to send 
a special message on this subject. Al- 
though not brought out in today's mes- 
sage, il was understood that the brief 
arbitration treaties will) be followed 
later by a message to the senate, be- 
fore Which they are pending, urging 
al length their ratification, 

In regard to China, now in the throes 
of revolution, Mr ‘Taft had little to say 
except to explain the loans placed in 
that country by American and other 
foreign capitalists. In the present war 
between Italy and Turkey, the presi- 
dent pointed out the United States “has 
no direct political interest.”

POST MORTEM REVIEW OF 
1911 FOOTBALL SEASON 


Large Number of Moleskin Heroes Will Pass Into Discard 
with Closing of 1911 Football Season 


(By W. S. Farnsworth.) 

New York, Dec. 2.—With the closing 
of the 41944 football season, an®* un- 
usually large number of the moleskin 
heroes will pass into the discard. The 
career of the football star is the brief- 
est of any athlete—today a hero, to- 
morrow forgotten, With the ending of 
the Army-Navy. and the Yale-Harvard 
games, followers of the pigskin said 
good-by to some ‘of the greatest play- 
ers that ever followed the game. 

At Cambridge, Captain Arthur Howe, 
of Yale made his last appearance. Jim 
Scully and Charley Paul, the’ Blue's 
tackles, and Elmer McDevilt and Pete 
Francis, the Bulldog's guards, also 
played their last football games fo 
their college. Over at Harvard Bob 
Fisher, the Crimson captain, led his 
team for the last time on Saturday, as 
did Bob Potter, the great quarterback; | 
Huntington, centre; Leslie, guard, and} 
Gardner, a back field man. Every one| 
of these Crimson wearers made an ex-| 
cellent showing in their get-away con- 
test. 

Large Scores Prior to New Rules. 

With the departure of these stars, 
one goes back to former Yale-Harvard 
contests, This year neither team had 
but little chance to score on straight 
rushing with the ball. Before the new 
game was adopted by the Rules Com- 
mitteo, large seores usally resulted. 
In 1907 the New Havenites sent Coy 
and Philpin ploughing through the 
lineg for big gains and won the battle 
by a score of 412 to 9, Rut since the 
defense has become so perfect and the 
offense so weakened, neither Harvard 
or Yale have been able to make any 
headway by steady line ploughing. 

In 1908-an even more marked devel- 
opment in defense play was noted. 
Neither team was able # advance the 
ball fo any extent. Coach Haughton's 
generalship in putting Kennard in at 
the very tail end of the game was a 
great move, for the sterling fleld goal 
kicker dropped the ball over the bar a 
few seconds before the timer’s horn 
brought the struggle to a olose. 

In 1909 Ted Goy, without doubt the 
greatest man that ever played football, 
who at the time was. at the top of his 
development as a plunging back, could 
not get within striking distance of the 
Crimson goal in 41909. Those who 
were fortunate enough to see that 
great contest will never forget how 
the. great Yale offense was checked. 
Also to this day they probably remem- 
ber how Coy tried unsuccessfully three 
times to kick goals from the field 
the first half before he finally scored, 
In the second half the Harvard offense 
struggled nobly to carry the ball over 
the Hne, but the New Haven team's de- 
fense never allowed them to get inside 
the twenty-five yard line. Just before 
the game ended, Yalo changed her 
methods of attack and called upon Coy 
to ‘try another field goal, He hoisted 
the ball cleanly between the posts and 
Yale won, 8 to 0. 

Last year end again this season the 
HMarvard-Yale games were a 
testimonial of the fact that the best 
offense possible cannot make headway 
against a fighting defense. <A radical 
vhange in the rules must be made.: 

Defenso or Attack? 

Experts are pondering sétivusly as 
to whether a football game which Is 
better served by defense than it is by 
attack is a good athletic sport. They 
can't bring themselves to believe that a 
premium should be placed on defense 
when, as a matter of fact, the burden 
of proof and the greater load of  re- 
sponsibility should fall on the attack. 
If a good defense js belter than a good 
attack, they insist that the game does 
not balance well and that some weight 
is needed on the altack side, while a 
little should be laken away from tie 
defense side, . 

The Tigers defeated Harvard through 
a blocked kick and a safely. Princeton 
beat Yale because of a bad pass anda 
fumble.

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ALBERTA IN LINE 
WITH MODERN DEVELOPMENT 


One of the noticeable features of the legislation before the 
assemblies of the various provinces and of the Dominion this year 
is the gencral movement for good roads. Borden in the Dominion 
house speaks of the necessity of supplying roads for the farmers 
throughout the Dominion. The province of Ontario, in the cam- 
paign row going on hears more about roads than ever before. The 
Alberta government proposes to spend a millian dollars on the con- 
struction of trunk roads: In. Saskatchewan the question of zood 
roads i$ one which is due to receive very large attention at the forth- 
coming session. A proposal to build a road from Pacific to Atlantic 
is receiving the unanimous support of the provinces and already 
British Columbia has a large part of its work done and the re- 
mainder well in hand. 

On ‘the south side of the boundary line, the question of good 
roads is receiving quite as much attention. The federal government 
in United States, for the first time in history, has a competent goo 
roads commission which is demonstrating throughout the length 
and breadth of the land the most approved method of highway con- 
struction. ‘A proposal to build a genuinely first class road from 
Florida ts Quebec is receiving the support of every state through 
which the road would pass, California is spending millions of 
dollars to make its country accessible to automobile tourists. From 
Maine to Texas the movement is under way. During the next ten 
years on this continent hundreds of millions of dollars will be spent 
improying the highways—more money, it is safe to say, than will be 
spent on the railway in the same pericd, 

Back of all this movement there is a reason. In the days of old 
when the highway was the only artery of traffic the roads in every 
civilized country received the most serious attention of the govern- 
ment of the day. Caesar built roads in Britain which are in use 
today and the Greeks constructed highways which all succeeding 


cataclysms and rennaisance have failed to efface. China is moving 
troops today over roads which have been in constant use for thous- 
ands of years. India has highways which have remained a glorious 
tribute to the greatness of a civilization long since gone into de- 
cline, a reminder and a reproach to a decadent people of the super- 
iority of their ancestors of centuries ago. 

But all these highways owed their existence to the fact that in} 
those early civilizations everyone in every walk of life was com-| 
pelled to use them, The potentate and the beggar alike had to travel| 
the highway by the slow and tedious methods of the time, and the| 
necessity for a good road was a national affair. 

With the settlement of the North American continent, however, 
came a new condition, a condition furnished by the railways which 
made it possible for the traveller who had business on the other side 
of the continent to reach his destination without ever setting foot on 
the mud ruts which did service for roads. The maintenance of 
highways became a matter of purely local concern, and communities| 
apparently vied with each other to determine which could spend the} 
least money on roads. To the fact that a good road was his best | 
asset the farmer appeared blind, and state, provincial and national}

And so it comes that in this twentieth century, after years and 
years of neglect, the public suddenly awakens to the fact that there 
are really no such thing as might properly be designated roads in 
the whole country, and the awakening brings with it the demand for 
a new programme of highway construction, 

In: Alberta the automobile is a factor in creating the demand 
for good roads. The primary purpose of the government in spend- 
ing the million on highways is to make conditions easier-for the! 
farmer, but it is quite’safe to say that but for the automobile the 
condition of the road would not be sufficiently known to make the 
agitation for the improvement of the roads effective. 

In undertaking te spend a million on roads Alberta is in line! 
with the modern development. A highway which would be open for} 
traffic eevry hour of the day or night in every kind of weather, ex- 
tending from the southern boundary of the province to the most} 
northerly limit of settlement, would constitute one of the greatest! 
achievements of which any government could claim credit. It is} 
scarcely possible that a million dollars would complete the work, 
but it would be cheap at twice the price.

THE STUDY OF CIVICS 
IN THE NEW CARRICULUM 


In the new carricuilum for Alberta scholars there will be a de- 
partment of “Civics.” 

The announcement means more than it would appear to at first 
glance: Until very recently the idea of making-a study of civic pro- 
blems is something which occurred to but few. among the grown- 
ups, and to undertake to inculcate some of the ideas and principles 
of municipal citizenship in the minds of the growing generation is 
something that was not even thought of. In fact it is not so very 
long ago that “civics” was not studied very extensively outside of 
Tammany Hall and similiar institutions, and the idea back of the 
study was to discover new ways of robbing the community. 

But developments come rapidly in this western country. A new 
spirit has ariseit. The day when a franchise was something to be 
given away is past. Cities in the west have taken hold of the pro- 
blems of municipal government in a manner which argues well for 
the future. Almost every city west of the lakes owns at least a 
part of its utilities and many of them own them all, The ratepayers 
are given a proprictay interest in their city: The theory that the city 
can be robbed with impunity and the citizens fleeced by proprietory 
corporations has given way to the new idea that every citizen has a 
personal interest in promoting the public good. The study of 
“civics” has been taken up seriously by the grown-ups of the west- 
ern communities and the extension of the study to the carriculum 
for the growing is recognized as a move in the public interests.

C. W. Wetmore, to John D. Rockefeller 
dated November 23rd, 1903, after John 
Rookefeller had loaned to the Merrilts 
all the money he ever furnished them. 

Tho Merritts were largely interested 
in the Mesaba ore properties and in his 
testimony before the Stanley commit- 
tee, Leonidas Merritt charged Rocke- 
faller with “calling” Igans he had made 
to them as 4 result of which he alleged 
the Merritts lost their interest in the 
properties and the railroads built to, 
develop. them. 

Mr. Rockefeller recently denied | 
calling the loans and produced a paper 
signed by the Merritts exhonoraling 
him from all charges which they had 
brought against him, in litigation over 
the matter.
